A Pian to Buy Out the Irish Landlords—Par-

be granted to Ireland, without exposing the 
property of landlords to plunder, and 
without imposing any serious burden 
on the Imperial Exchequer. The author- 
ship of this letter is not acknowledged 
here, but to state that itis by Robert Griffen, 
LL. D., well known in the important position 


of statistician to the Board of Trade. The 


scheme is a very striking one and extremely 
plausible, on paper. I have already heard 
one of the Radical leaders speak enthu- 
siastically in its support. The plan 
is, first, for the Imperial Government 
to buy out every landlord in Ireland, giving 
him consols at par equal in nominal amount 
to twenty years’ purchase of the present ju- 
dicial rents; second, to give the land free to 
the present occupiers, subject only to a 
rent charge of one-half or two-thirds of the 
present judicial rent, payable to the new 
local authorities in Ireland; and, third, to 
RELIEVE THE IMPERIAL EXCHEQUER 
of all payments now made out of it in connec- 
tion with the local government of Ireland. The 
plan is, in fact, to throw the cost of local gov- 
ernment in Ireland upon Irish resources 
exclusively, and give the Irish people 
the rent of the country for the purpose of 
conducting it. The conflict between land- 
lords and the people would thus come to an 
end, and there would no longer be fear that 
if England gives Ireland Home Rule the prop- 
erty of landlords would be confiscated. Taking 
the rent of Ireland as settled judicially as 
about £8,000,000, the consols at par to be given 
in exchange, at twenty years’ purchase, would 
be £160,000,000, involving an annual charge of 
44, 800, 000 upon the Imperial exchecquer. At 
present the Government spends annually upon 
Ireland for the local governmest close 
upon £4,000,000,exclusive altogether of the out- 
lay for the army of occupation, for the col- 
lection of revenue, and other imperial matters 
which would still remain imperial. The 
position, as regards Irish tenants, would be 
that where they now pay £8,000,000 they would 
have to pay only from four to five and™® half 
millions.

THE FALL OF LIMA, 


An American’s Account of the City’s Capture 
by Caceres. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPatcu. 
WASHINGTON, D. O. January 9.—The first 
complete report of the attack by Caceres and 
his forces on the city of Lima that has come to 
this country, has just been received from Rear 
Admiral McAulay, commander of the Pacific 
squadron. It is written by Lieutenant-Oom- 
mander Brice, who was an eye-witness of the 
battle. On the lith of November great ad- 
vantages were reported to have been gained 
by Gen. Relayeze over Caceres at Huari- 
Pamha, near Janja. It is called the battle of 
Tambo, after the river of that name, on 
the opposite side of which the defeat of 
Caceres was supposed to have taken place. 


The latter was reported by Gen. Relayeze to 
have been wounded and his army destroyed. 
Whilst the Government were reioicing over 
this victory, a dispatch reached Lima on the 
24th ult. stating that the trains at Chicla, the 
terminus of the railroad, were being attacked. 
The wires were cut soon afterwards, and no 
further communications were received. Ten 
cars with one locomotive composed the cap- 
tured train, which had on board, besides uni- 
forms and provisions, 10,000 silver soles, in- 
tended for Gen. Relayeze. On the th 
CACBRES WAS REPORTED AT CHOSICA 
and on the 28th at San Bartholome,a station on 
the American Road in the immediate vicinity 
of Lima. The attack upon Lima commenced 
on the 30th with skirmishing on the Vasquez 
Mountains above Lima. The advance was re- 
markably id, Caceres' troops carefully re- 
serving their fire and making only telling 
shots, a quality which had a great effect on the 
opposite side who fired rapidly with but little 
apparent result. At 6p. m. the Government 
troops were contracted to the limits of the 
city, composed of the palace, arsenal and 
church towers. At 6 o'clock onthe morning 
of the Ist inst., fighting commenced in the 
city. From the rear of the stone barricades, 
aoe during the previous night, the troops 
0 
CACERES POURED FORTH A DEADLY FIRB 
on the palace and church towers. By 9 o’clock 
Caceres had captured the San Francisco 
Church tower within 300 yards of the palace 
and overlooking it. Later during the day the 
church of San Pedro and other important 
positions were taken. The barricades near 
San Francisco church were pushed within 
seventy yards and on the streets 500 yards 
from the palace. The troops of Caceres were 
organized into groups of twenty-five each, the 
more important positions being held by com- 
bining several groups. On the evening of the 
ist of December the advantage was — in 
favor of Caceres, his force on the San cisco 
firing down into the palace at the short 
distance of 300 yards and sweeping the streets 
leading into the Plaza with avery effective 
fire. At sundown the firing ceased. At 1 
o'clock of the 2d of December the bugles from 
the palace sounded for a parley, an armistice 
being concluded till noon of the same day. 
The number of killed and wounded on both 
sides, roughly estimated, was from 300 
to 400. he city has been consider- 
ably damaged, artillery having been used for 
the first time in the history of Lima street fir- 
ing.

clearness as to leave no doubt of the accuracy 
ofthe prediction that the maximum ofthe 
cold was reached last night. 
THE MAP'S TALS, 

The map showed a great shifti east- 
ward of the high and low barometer areas 
on which depend the movement of all cold 
‘waves. The high area, which was central — 
terday in northern M 
far east that this 
hung over St. Vincent in the e 
Minnesota, while the low area, which last 
evening was central at Mon . Ala., 
had emigrated in a nothwesterly direction, 
pitching its middle tent this morning at Phil- 
adelphia, where the barometer touched the 
very low figures of 28.80. The depression 
of atmospbere — the coast 
having been removed, the barometric column 
has quickly crawled upward, the change re- 
storing the equilibrium of atmospheric pres- 
sure in the North and South, and thus present- 
ing no attraction for the downward flowing of 
any more Northern air. This will result in the 
shifting of the wind this evening, the rising of 
the temperatare and a return to the usual con- 
ditions governing the weather in this locality. 

THE WIND’S VELOCITY. 

The wind this morning at II o’clock was 
blowing at the rate of 24 miles an hour, 
which was the highest velocity reached to-day. 
As the Western limit of the high winds this 
morning wasin the neighborhood of Kansas 
City, and was steadily moving eastward ,Sergt. 
Weber figured out that St. Louis would 
passed and left west of the windy area about 
sunset this evening, so that it is safe to rest 
assured that to-morrow will be more endura- 
ble in every way. 

LAST NIGHT’S HISTORY. 

Asthe evening drew on yesterday the mer- 
cury passed the zero line and was careering | 
around among the minus signs in a 
way that threatened the smashing of 
the record of 21 deg. below made 
several years ago. About 4o’clock there were 
signs of unusual cold everywhere besides in 
the therraometer. The police officers forsook 
their usual corners, the store windows became 
frosted over, while the gusts of wind grew 
simply awful in their piercing power as 
darkness settled over the city. 16 streets 
after six o’clock were deserted, except by the 
few theatre goers that skurried from the cars 
and carriages into the agreeable glow of the 
lobby. The record then was about 5 degrees 
below, which was not so unpleasant as the 
thought that on coming out they would find 
still colder weather in which to pursue their 
homeward way at midnight. At 8 o’clock 
the hack-stand at the Court-House was de- 
serted, and the hansoms 
usually litt lamps there 
was nothing flying clouds 
of uninterrupted snow. Although the abso- 
lute degree ot cold was not so great, it was 
found that the horses could not stand the bit- 
ter blasts that went through the thickest 
blankets, and manya pleasure-seeker as he 
shivered in the last car loudly cursed 
humanity of man that kept the hack horses 
housed. At midnight the mercury marked 10 
degrees below and the wind was still 
rattling blinds and doors at an 
alarming rate. After midnight there 
was but a slight increase in the 
cold until just before dawn when the quick 
silver dropped until it touched thirteen degrees 
below at the Signal Office at about 6 o’clock 
this morning—the lowest record of the present 
wave and the coldest of this winter. 

TO-DAY’S COLD. 

Between that hour and noon the mercury 
oscillated between eight and ten degrees be- 
low according to the official readings , which are 
more satisfying to-day, since, acting on the 
suggestion of the POST-DISPATCH,a thermome- 
ter has been exposed on the west side of the 
dome out of the reach ofthe steam from the ex- 
haust pipes. That this change was not made 
too soon is shown by the fact that the 
record at 6 a. m. in the frost-covered steam- 
kissed instrument shed was only 7° be- 
low while the thermometer on the roof 
showed 139 below, almost twice as 
low. Despite the fact that such a dif- 
ference existed between thermometers 
only a few feet apart, the reading of 7 degrees 
below was used as Official and so bulletined. 
The zero line of the wave at noon to-day ex- 
tended from about the northwest corner of 
Montana slightly southeast to a point half 
way between Little Rock and Memphis, 
thence east to Chattanooga, Tenn., and then 
slightly northwest to Marquette, Mich. The 
line of 10 degrees above went almost to the 
Gulf, and missed New Orleans only by a 
few miles, bringing to that baimy region an 
almost unprecedented afiiction of cold. 

STREET-CAR SERVIOR. 

The street-car service was generally unim- 
peded, and little cause for complaint 
of irregularity was found by = early 
morning passengers. Some of the Wash- 
ington avenue cars were stalled 
because of an insufficient supply of horses. 
The drivers on the lines going north and west 
experienced the most suffering last night, but 
those on the south cars were put to 
the most discomfort to-day,as their loads 
were all hauled on their trips north. The 
North St. Louis street-car lines were having 
considerable trouble to-day in making their 
runs. The Broadway Line is making the best 
and most regular time probably of any of the 
North End lines. 

A CONDUCTOR TALKS. 

A reporter boarded an . car going west 
on Washington avenue. he driver was 
bundled up like an Esquimaux and the con- 
ductor was trotting up and down inside the 
car 


What do you think of the weather?’’ asked 
the reporter. a 

This is awful. You see we can stand it if it 
comes slowly, but this was so sudden. We 
aren’t half prepared forit.

They 
have fallen twice this thiis trip, and the car 
runs on to them with a shock that 
throws a man who is standing clear off his feet. 
The driver has no control ofthe car. He can 
set the bruce but the car goes on like it was on 
skates. Why, if 1 want him to stop ata far 
crossing, I have to warn him before we reach 
the first one.’’ 

Have you suffered to-day from the cold?’’ 

Well, yes, in my feet. I have woolen socks 
and heavy shoes with Arctic overshoes, but 
the cold reaches through. My driver has 
wooden shoes. I couldn't wear them in my 
business. They are the warmest. It’s all 1 
—— do to get these feet through a crowded 
sle.’’

At 
this hour the mercury stands 10 deg. below 
zero. The weather is clear. No trouble is re- 
orted on the railroads running West and 
North of here, All the trains on the Iowa and 
Minnesota Division of the Milwaukee Road 
have been abandoned because of the snow 
drifts. Trainsonall roads south and south- 
east are badly delayed. While the cold has 
not been so intense as a year ago, it has 
been felt more severely because of its bliz- 
zardy character. The indications point to an- 
other very cold night. 


An Oysterman Frozen to Death. 

GALVESTON, January 9.—The continuous 
northwest wind has driven the water out of 
the channel, exposing the oyster beds and 
shell on the banks for miles along Galveston 
Bay. The small lakes down the island are 
frozen three to five inches, which is something 
unprecedented in this vicinity. An oyster- 
man named ee Jefferson was found lying 
on the deck of his sloop this morning frozen 
to death. A negro boy was found below the 
deck frozen fast to the wet bottom of the boat. 
He was alive but stuck fast. The rescuers 
knocked the body loose with a plank and he 
was thawed out.

Mr. Newman's name. <A _ polite 
fusal was the answer. Mr. Newman’s secre- 
tary said: ‘‘I supposed it was generally known 
that Mr. Newman had disposed of the stock 
urchased by him from Messrs. Lackland, 
llen and Madill. He has made sales right 
along, but his own stock remains intact. He 
holds now all his original stock and some ad- 
ditional shares.

During the excitement on the river front last 
evening, when several of the Wiggins ferry- 
boats were in great jeopardy on account of the 
high wind and huge pieces of floating ice, Al- 
derman Tackman, while running along near 
the East St. Louis Elevator, fell into a ditch. 
He injured his arm and left hip, and was not

OFFICE OF FIRE DEPARTMENT, January 9, 
1886.—The objects and aims of the St. Louis 
Fire Department Pension Fund and Relief 
Association of the city of St. Louis, are to 
provide afund for the purpose of affording 
relief to members injured in the service, to 
their widows and orphans in case of death, 
and to members who may become permanently 
disabled by reason of injuries received or sick- 
ness incurred, or who after passing the best 
part of their livesin the service have grown 
old and decrepit and are unfitted physically to 
perform the arduous duties of an active fire- 
man, by retiring the same as a pensioner, 
drawing a monthly stipend sufficient to place 
them above actual want, and not be 
9 upon the cold charities of the 
world. 

The members of the Fire Department are 
liable in the discharge of their duties as fire- 
men to many casualties which are very in- 
jurious and often ruinous to the health, com- 
fortand pecuniary circumstances of those on 
whom they fall. Their lives are wholly given 
up tothe public service. They are on duty 
day and night, in warm or cold weather, in 
rain or shine, and are deprived of all the 
comforts and 1 of the family circle 
bein allotte but one hour, or less, if 

racticable, for each meal, which is the only 

me spent at home. At all other times if not 
at work at fires they are obliged to re- 
main within their respective engine houses 
Their work in saving the lives and property of 
the public is extremely hazardous, tiresome 
and laborious. If they have been fortunate 
enough to escape the perils of being killed 
outright or being maimed for life, a few years 
of the confinement and hours of broken sleep 
and the exposures to which they are sub- 
ected, and the arduous duties performed 

eaves them in shattered health and unfitted 
to perform * kind of hard work. We 
have now in the Department several mem- 
bers in this condition who have served the 
public long and faithfully, since the organiza- 
tion of I Department. With age comin 
on and heaith and spirits broken, the time wi 
soon be at hand when they can no longer satis- 
factorily perform the duties required of them, 
and they must very soon yield to the inevitable 
by giving way to younger men, and pass their 
remaining years perhaps in penury and want. 
This is both cruel and unjust and is what we 
seek to guard against in organizing the pre- 
sent association. We propose to retire the 
veterans or those permanently disabled on a 
pension of #0 per month, and pay to the 
widows and orphans of decéased firemen 
$1,000. To accomplish this end we 
require assistance from a 
public, who, we feel confident, 
spond to this eppess in the 
Association as liberally as they have done 
heretofore. There are now 3s members of the 
Association paying 50 cents per month as dues 
and $5 as initiation fee. onorary members 
are admitted on payment of $% per annum. 
Associations similar in character are in exist. 
ence in all the larger cities of thig 
country and receive handsome donations 
from a generous public yearly. The ball to 
be given January N is for the benefit of the 
Association’s fund and we respectfully call 
your attention to this event. We —

From the premise that 
the gold dollar is the honest dollar and 
the silver dollar ‘‘a dishonest dollar, an 
80-cent dollar, a repudiation dollar and a 
buzzard dollar,’’ the gold men reach log- 
ical conclusions and evolve eloquent 
declamations. But from the premise that 
the silver dollar is the honest dollar, and 
the gold dollar ‘‘a dollar of 120 cents, a 
bond-holder’s dollar of extortion, a five- 
peck bushel,’’ the silver men reach oppo- 
site conclusions that are just as logical as 
those of the gold men. And yet the fact 
remains and is seen of all men that you 
can buy just as much, and pay just as 
much debt with one of these dollars as 
with the other anywhere in the United 
States. The only question worth discussing 
is how to maintain this parity of the two 
coins, so that the country can retain the 
use of both and neither drive the other 
out of circulation. As it is now we can 
get gold or silver either, as we prefer. 
But some of the silver extremists would 
legislate so that silver would drive gold to 
the foreign melting-pot, just as gold over- 
valued in legislation has formerly driven 
silver outofthe country to foreign melting- 
pots, where it was worth more as bullion 
than it was worth here as coir. On the 
other hand,the extreme gold men are play- 
ing into the hands of the extreme silver 
men by their indiscreet and unjust war 
upon our silver coinage. When it becomes 
a question which shall go and which shall 
stay, gold is doomed, and its friends, as 
the weaker party, can only secure its 
present foothold by acquiescing in the 
coinage of silver till the logic of events 
convinces the majority in Congress that 
we have as much as we can safely carry.

SCARED BY A DOLLAR. 

To the New York Commercial-Bulletin 
the silver dollar is a haunting nightmare. 
In its feverish uneasiness it affirms that 
the West and Southare leagued in a foul 
conspiracy to oppress the righteous East 
by flooding the country with the baser 
coin, in order that Southern and Western 
people may pay their Eastern creditors in 
a depreciated medium. The Bulletin sees 
before ita future dark, lowering, and 
portentous, and vaguely hints that the 
East may finally, as a matter of self-pres- 
ervation, secede fromthe Union and the 
silver dollar, and set up a new government 
of its own, under which gold alone should 
circulate as money and from whose do- 
minions silver should be excluded as a vile 
and unclean metal. The suggestion of 
the Bulletin shows that what remains of 
the spirit of Secession is returning, like a 
wandering ghost, to its geographical start- 
ing point. Its latest feeble manifestation 
of life is under its native skies, by the 
side of that cradle in which its infancy 
was rocked,” as Mr. WEBSTER neatly ex- 
presses it. While the nation will never 
tolerate Secession as a constitutional right, 
and willever strive to discourage it as an 
active theory, there is nothing to interfere 
with the peaceful right of individual Se- 
cession; that is, any discontented citizen 
is freely permitted to move beyond the 
border and erect his tabernacle either in 
the primeval wilderness or under any 
alien flag that suite his fancy. If the 
editor of the Bulletin is discontented with 
his surroundings and alarmed at the ruin 
that impends, there is nothing to prevent 
him from seceding as an individual and 
establishing himself where the silver dol- 
lar doth not corrupt and where the West 
and South cannot break in and steal.

A Dakota correspondent of the New 
York Nation explains an oppressive feat- 
ure of the land-grant system with which 
that Territory is afflicted. The National 
Government subsidized the Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad with vast tracts of Dakota 
lands. For several years county taxes 
have been paid on these lands; but, ac- 
cording toa recent decision of the Supreme 
Court, all title to railroad land still vests 
in the Government where no patent has 
been taken out by therailroad. A result 
of this decision is that purchasers from the 
railroad hold no title to these lands, and 
they may be able to compel the counties 
to refund such taxes as they have paid on 
them, which will amount to three-quar- 
ters of all the taxes that have been raised; 
and thus an intolerable burden will be 
imposed upon the remaining amount of 
assessable property. The decision bene- 
fits the land speculators and oppresses the 
actual settlers. The correspondent thinks 
that Congress should intervene at once 
with remedial legislation.. The land- 
subsidy system is necessarily oppressive 
and is bound to encourage unscrupulous 
speculation. It benefits the few at the ex- 
pense of the many, and fosters monopoly

Blaine’s Ice- Yacht. 
Augusta (Me.) Cor. Chicago Tribune. 

The 4 ric vary in size from the little 
craft meant to carry but two persons to the 
big boat in which a good-sized family can sit 
and still have room enough for guests. Al- 
though the yachts differ in size, they are all 
constructed upon the same principle. The 
work is so simple that most any one can build 
his own boat in a day or two. Three wooden 
beams are arranged somewhat in the shape of 
a letter v. The sharp point is the bow, and 
under it is fastened a movable skate or strip 
of steel, by which the course of the ice-boat is 
instantly changed in any desired direction. 
Skates are also fastened under the stern of the 
boat, and with the addition of sails the craft is 
ready for use. 

The speed of some of the ice-yachts in use 
upon the Kennebec is almost marvelous. 

Some of them have been known to sail faster 
than a mile a minute. 

The residence of James G. Blaine is only 
100 yards from the river bank, and the Maine 
statesman is one of the most persistent of ice- 
yachters. Clad in a big fur overcoat and a fur 
cap, he always insists upon steering the yacht 
himself, and his ice-boat, the“ Kennebecker, si 
is one of the fleetest crafts on the river. 


FOREIGN ECHOES. 


THE recent celebration of Gladstone’s 76th 
birthday reminds us of the great length of his 
political life. When a very young man he was 
elected to office as a Tory, became prominent 
in the councils of the party, and was hopefully 
regarded by his political associates as a future 
leader. He essayed literature about the time 
that he entered politics, and published his 
„Church and State, in which he made the 
contention that a government had best up- 
hold some religion, even if it be a false 
religion. This book engaged the critical atten- 
tion of Macauley, then in the maturity of 
his powers, and the great essayist gave an ex- 
hatstive critique in the Edinburg Review, 
which is now found in his essays under the 
title Church and State. Macauley seized 
upon the cardinal fallacy of the volume and 
effectually demolished it in a polite and cour- 
teous way, while commending the talent of the 
young writer and predicting for him a brilliant 
future. Gladstone still believes in the union 
of church and state, but he long ago receded 
from the extreme ground occupied in his 
Church and State.“ 


THE celebration of the twenty-fifth year of 
King William's reign was a grand national 
fete, but it should not be rashly interpreted as 
voicing an overwhelming national sentiment. 
All such demonstrations should be weighed in 
connection with the amount of silent dissent 
that goes with them. During King William’s 
long reign the confederated German Empire 
has reached a degree of military strength 
never ‘Attained by any nation in modern 
times; and has waged an unbraken 
series of successful wars that is one 
of the marvels of the age. But na- 
tional power and national glory cannot be es- 
timated as of higher importance than individ- 
ual happiness and comfort. The military 
prestige of Germany must be maintained by a 
system of colossal armaments, and this op- 
presses the people in two ways; it imposes a 
greatly increased tax, and it makes the tax 
more onerous by taking from the work of pro- 
ductive industry an immense number of men 
in the prime of life to serve in the army and 
keep the nation ready for the contingency of 
war. 


Tun Queen has presented a garter to Lord 
Abergavenny, andthe London Truth biuntly 
declares thatthe honor was conferred to re- 
ward the noble lord for his services as a wire- 
worker in the interest of the Tory party. The 
prodigal way in which the queen has bestowed 
garters during the past year indicates that 
many ot them are given without reference to 
the merit of the recipients. Labouchere, ed- 
itor of Truth, is bold and fearless in his state- 
ments, but he rarely makes a slip as to his 
facts. He is said to be oneof the best-in- 
formed men in England aboutthe movements, 
personal history, sayings, doings, quarrels 
and schemes of the nobility and members of 
the royal family. His minute and accurate in- 
formation about such matters gives his paper 
a wide circle of readers. Many of them hearti- 
ly dislike the editor, but they read his paper 
as a valuable authority on the social life of the 
English upper classes. 


IT 18 well understood that the Balkan Con- 
ference has failed on account of Russia's un- 
willingness to guarantee the union of Bulgaria 
and Eastern Roumelia. This involves a failure 
of the attempt to peacefully adjust the dim. 
culties between Servia and Bulgaria. The whole 
Eastern question thus reappears with a most 
menacing aspect and no hope is entertained 
ot a permanent settlement without a resort to 
arms. When the great conflict comeés, the 
initial struggle will doubtiess be between 
Russia and Austria, as the respective cham- 
pions of Bulgaria and Servia, but England and 
Turkey could hardly Keep out of such a strug- 
gle. Inthe meantime, the Turks realize the 
gravity of the situation, and accept the out- 
look with fatalistic resignation. They have 
long regarded their final conquest by Russia 
as a fixed decree of fate; but are always ready 
to fight with desperate valor to put off the 
dread calamity. 


THE fact that a large element of Irish Pro- 
Aéstants are joining the Catholics in the mighty 
movement for Home Rule ana legislative inde- 
pendence, is a cheering indication of the early 
triumph of the Home Rule cause. It is feared 
throughout England that an Irish Parliament 
would prove an engine of oppression and in- 
justice to the Protestant minority; hence the 
energetic talk about the necessity of guaran 
teeing proteotion for Protestants.

The face 
was covered with biood, which also stained 
the snow around the body. McCabe recog- 
nized it as the body of Michael Riley. He gave 
the alarm, and N. F. Underwood, Justice of 
the Peace, was summoned, He empaneled a 
ury and an inquest was held. There wasa 
eut two inches deep and four inches long on 
the right side of the top of the head extend- 
ing back from the temple. The leftside of the 
skull had a tracture extending from back of 
the ear to the forehead. The entire abdo- 
men was black from a blow that had 
been inflicted there and the right side 
of the neck showed a contusion’ that 
must have been the result of a powerful blow. 
Dr. Kelley, who made the post-mortem exam- 
ination, said that the cut on the right side of 
the head had been made with the blade of an 
ax or adze, and the other wounds were made 
with the pole or back of the same weapon. 
The blow in the neck or abdomen had been dé- 
livered first, and either would have caused 
death. The cut and fracture onthe head had 
been inflicted after the victim had fallen to the 
ground, and was probably dead. The mur- 
dered man’s Cap was found several feet away, 
without blood stains or evidences of a blow 
having fallen upon it. Among the witnesses 
examined at the inquest was James Tully, 
father-in-law of James McCabe, who was not 
at the inquest. Tully testified that Michael 
Riley came to his house on Wednesday

CALIFORNIA’S CROP. 


—— 


Official Estimates Showing the Quantity of 
Wheat in the State. 


SAN FRANCISCO, January 9.—The Commer- | 


cial News publishes to-day a statement com- 
piléd by Meyer, Wilson & Co., of the stock of 
wheat in the State in January. I¢ shows a 
total of 580,000 short tons. The Produce Ex- 
change’s official statement issued October 10, 
showed a total in the state of 705,000 short tons. 
Since that date 80,000 tons of California wheat 
have been exported, and adding 50,000 used 
for consumption and seed, making a total of 
130,000 tons, leaving on band inthe State, 
according to Produee Exchange figures, 573. 
000 tons of California wheat. The closeness of 
the two esthinates would tend to show that the 
quantity mentioned asin the State January 1 
is about correct. Mever, Wilson & Co. state, 
however, their figures do not include wheat 
in producer’s hands. Substracting from the 
650,000 on hand January 1. 150,000 are still re- 
quired for consumption and seed, 70,000 for 
export to other countries than Europe, and 
40,000 tons of a carry over, there is remaining 
at the present date 320,000 tons available for 
European export.

~The Negligence of the Government—The | 


Heroism of the Troops—Incidents of Chivalry 
and Cruelty—The Story Retold by Eye 
Witnesses. 


Mr. Horatio King has contributed to the No- 
vember number of the Magazine of American 
History a lengthy article on the Battle of 
Bladensburg. For obvious reasons, Ameri- 
cans are not generally eager for accurate and 
minute information about this historical 
episode; and many people who are well in- 
formed about the battle of New Orleans hardly 
know that there ever was a Battle of Bladens- 
burg. Mr. King’s article, while rich in de- 
tails and anecdotes, is defective in two re- 
spects. It falls to call attention to the scandal - 
ous neglect of the Government to provide for 
the defense of the capital although there was 
ample time for preparation; and it makes but 
scant and insufficient mention of the obstinate 
and heroic resistance of the American marines 
after the flight of Winder’s raw militia. The

When the enemy halted they began to throw 
rockets, which created a panic among the 
American militia, and the regiments of Shultz 
and Ryan fled precipitately from the fleld and 
could not be rallied. Col. Ryan was wounded 
and taken prisoner while trying to rally his 
men. Sterrett’s 5th Baltimore regiment re- 
treated after a short resistance. A more 
stubborn fight was made by 
reserve under Gen. Smith, 
detachments of Maryland militia 
Col. Beall's command; but the redeeming 
feature of the disastrous rout was the heroic 
and desperate valor of Commodore Barney’s 
marines, who stood to their guns when all the 
rest of Gen. Winder’s command had left 
the field, and continued the fight, although 
out-numbered three or four to one.

hands. It is estimated that the number of the 
British killed and wounded by the marines ex- 
ceeded the number of marines at the begin- 
ning of the action. This gallant command did 
not quit the field till they were deserted on all 
sides, their leader wounded and captured, 
and it was useless to prolong the fight. Com- 
modore Barney received a ballin the thigh 
which could not be extracted and which 
caused his death a few years afterwards. 
So ended the Battle of Bladensburg, afterward 
called by Washington wags ‘‘The Bladensburg 
Races. On the day before the fightthe Presi- 
dentandthe heads of departments had re- 
turned to the vicinity of Bladensburg, and 
after the battle they made their escape in ad- 
vance of the retreating troops. 

Gen. Winder hoped to rally his troops and 
make another stand near the capital, but his 
routed forces were so demoralized that he 
found itimpossible. With the advice of the 
Secretary of War and the Secretary of the 
Navy, he retired through Washington and 
Georgetown and took up a position at Ten- 
nallytown, two miles from Georgetown. Gen. 
Armstrong advised filling the capitol building 
with troops, but the suggestion was not en- 
tertained,

into the city. Chester Bailey, an eye-witness, 
gives this description of it: ‘‘After the bat- 
tic, a small party of the British entered the 
city about 42 m.; on passing the first house 
(this was at the corner of Second street East 
and the old Baltimore turnpike, which had 
been occupied by Mr. Gallatin when Secretary 
of the Treasury) a volley was fired from the 
windows, which killed Gen. Ross’ horse under 
him, one soldier, and wounded. three others; 
the house was immediately surrounded and 
some prisoners taken (a part of them were 
negroes) and the house set on fire.’’

Here are a few 
excerpts from his communication: Nothing 
could exceed the kindness of the inhabitants 
of Bladensburg to our wounded. 2 2 
In the same room with Col. Thornton lay 
your gallant Commodore Barney, both griev- 
ously hurt. A friendship was at once struck 
up between them which lasted through their 
lives. * * When your people gave way, 
one brave fellow tried to stop them by waving 
the flag he carried and taking afew steps to 
the front. But it is not easy to rally raw 
troops, as yours were, and only a few men 
answered to his call. One I well remember, 
for he fired twice at me, and wore a black coat. 
We were in loose skirmishing order, and, be- 
ing very anxious to capture the color, I ran 
directly towards the bearer. Before I could 
reach him he dropped the color, evi- 
dently having received a wound, and 
my friend with the black coat 
move 0 also, though not till 
with his third shot he gave me a scratch in the 
thigh. I got the color, which now hangsinthe 
chapel of Chelsea Hospital. * * * 1 have 
no doubt you are right as regards the shots 
fired after Gen. Ross and Admiral Cockburn 
entered Washington. It was dark when they 
entered the town, and asthe American Army 
had, I believe, evacuated the place, the men 
who fired on the General would not understand 
either the nature of the roll of the drum,which 
demands a pariey, ora white flag, if it were 
shown.“ 

Gen. Ross had general instructions to destroy 
towns along the coast as reprisals for the 
burning of Canadian villages by American 
troops; and he subsequently made these vague 
instructions adefense forthe burning of the 
publie buildings in Washington; but the deed 
was generally regarded as an act of vandalism 
and was even strongly condemned in England.

SENATOR VAN WYCK’S ORIGINAL VIEWS ON 
REPUBLICANS IN OFFICE. 


Senators Evarts and Beck on the Silver Ques- 
tion—A Queer Misunderstanding—Tinkering 
with the Constitution—The Payson and Mat- 
son Amendments. 


Special Correspondence of the Posr-Disraren. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., January 6.—Senator 
Van Wyck advances an original view con- 
cerning the Republican wishes about the re- 
tention of members of their party in the Fed- 
eral service. He sald: It is a strange fact 
that the majority of the Republican Senators 
would prefer to have the Republicans dis- 
missed from the Federal service. They haye 
this opinion because they think that the re- 
tention of these men in the service of the 
Government practically eliminates from the 
Republican party some of its most efficient and 
tireless workers. 80 long as they are 
comforted with good positions they will not 
risk them by working for the grand old 
party. I think,’’ said Senator Van Wyck, 
that the Republican Senators are more dis- 
satisfied with the President on account of his 
retaining Republicans in place than are the 
Democratic Senators. Some of the gos- 
sipers have represented that Mr. Van Wyck 


has had recently a number of private inter- 
views with the President, and that he was to 
be the representative of the administration 
on the Republican side. The Senator 
denies this story with a good deal of emphasis. 
He says that he has had no particular talk 
with the President about the offices and that he 
has not heard of any Senator who has.

It appears from the reports of friends of Mr. 
Evarts that Senator Beck misunderstood the 
New York Senator when he spoke to him after 
he had finished his silver speech. The reports 
of that time represent Mr. Evarts as rushing 
wildly across the Senate chamber for the pur- 
— of congratulating the Kentucky Senator. 

e was represented as saying that he would 
follow up his line of argument when the Sen- 
ate met again. Afriend of Mr. Evarts says 
that the latter gentleman did not go out of 
his seat to congratulate Mr. Beck, but that a 
short time after the speech was delivered Mr. 
Beck passed behind the New York Senator’s 
seat. As he was passing Mr. Evarts rose and 
shook him by the hand, and then said to him: 
„Iwill follow you on this same subjéct when 
the Senate meets again. In this he indicated 
nothing but a congratulation ofthe most per- 
functory character and when he said he would 
follow him he did not indicate in the remotest 
degree whether he would ee with him or 
oppose him. A friend of the President's tells 
a story of how the latter sought to find out 
Mr. Evarts’ position upon the silver question. 
The President asked Mr. Evarts, when the 
latter was calling on him before the holidays, 
about his views on silver. The latter replied 
by saying: ‘‘Ilexpressed my views very fully 
in a speech made before the Silver 
Conference at Paris. I will send you that 
speech. But, of course, I will not expect you 
to read it. But Ishall be very careful to 
rend it,’’ said the President, ‘‘if you send it 
tome.’’ The next day the speechcame tothe 
President in the mail. He sat up late in his 
library that night and read it through very 
carefully. He was heard afterwards to say 
that he regarded the speech as a very able one, 
but after reading it through he could not find 
out Mr. Evarts’ exact position. The Boston 
speech of the latter has greatly aggravated the 
mystery of Mr. Evarts’ financial position. <As 
itis expected that he will deliver a speech 
some time during this month in the Senate, 
the curiosity, which has been greatly stimu- 
lated by his diplomatic utterances, will pro- 
voke very great attention when he rises to 
speak on this most important question.

Nearly every Congress is prolific in the intro- 
duction of amendments to the Constitution. 
These amendments generally fall with the 
session. It is doubtful whether it will be pos- 
sible ever to amend the Constitution again 
unless we have some period of great public 
excitement and interest. It requires to amend 
the Constitution a two-thirds vote of the Sen- 
ate and House, the approval of the President, 
and afterwards a ratification by a majority of 
the people in three-fourths of. the 
States. t is a very long and di- 
ficult road. There are two amendments to the 
Constitation which have been introduced this 
sessions, which certainly possess great merit. 
One is by Judge Payson, which will permit the 
President to veto special items in gen- 
eral appropriation bills. Now, if a job is 
smuggied into a general appropriation bill, 
the President cannot defeat the measure by a 
veto without often incurring the expense and 
danger of an extra session. If the President 
were to have this authorit of vetoing 
special items he could guard against any 
undue extravagance upon the part of a too 
liberally minded Congress. The second 
amendment, and an important one in its bear- 
ings, is from Mr. Matson of Indiana. His 
amendment provides for the election of all 
Postmasters by the people. This is a reform 
which has been contemplated for some time. 
It would take out of the hands of the Presi- 
dent and Postmaster-General upwards of 50,000 
appointments. It would make the ser- 
vice non-partisan, also, because Demo- 
crats and Republicans would be made 
Postmasters according to the will ot the peo- 
ple oftheir towns. The Post Office Depart- 
ment at present isa great political machine. 
The Postmaster-General, if he wishes to exer- 
cise his powers, can control elections apd 
influence conventions far beyond that of any 
other member ofthe Government. The elec- 
tion of Postmasters by the people would ren- 
der them accountable to the people whom they 
serve, andthe tendency would be to havea 
much better service.

Another amendment to the Constitution is 
proposed by the prolific Gen. Weaver of Iowa, 
the late Greenback candidate for the Presi- 
dency. Gen. Weaver has introduced more 
bills and resolutions of a general nature than 
any other member inthe House. He wants to 
reorganize the finances of the country and to 
establish a labor bureau at Washington, the 
head of which will have aseatin the Cabinet. 
His most radical proposition, however, is a 
proposed amendment to the Constitu- 
tion. He would have the members 
of the United States Senate elected 
directly by the people. There is no 
doubt but such a proposition as this if it 
could be carried out would result in the elee- 
tion of a much better class of Senators. There 
isnot one of the millionaire Senators who 
have bought their seats in the Senate through 
corrupt Legislatures who would have ever 
succeeded in reaching the Senate if they had 
been obliged to go before the people for their 


| election. Gen. Weaver claims for his proposi- 
tion that such a method of elections would 
do away 


with the ossibilities of cor- 
ruption which now seek to control in neari 

every Senatorial campaign. There is no doub 
but what we would have better speakers in the 
Senate ifthe people had the election of the 
Senators. It is idle, however, to discuss such 
& proposition at any length, because the mill-

The recent death of the old (and 
first) Duke of Abercorn has given the 
resent head of the house, the whilom 
Marquis of Hamilton, a seat in the Lords, 
where he sits by virtue of one of his minor 
English titles, just as the Scotch Duke of 
Argyll sits as Baron Sundridge. He is 47 
years old, a decent fellow as dukes go,and 
one of the principal chums as well 
as official attendants of the Prince of 
Wales. All four of his brothors have 
been elected to the House of Commons— 
Lord Claud, aged 42, for his old Liverpool 
seat; Lord George, aged 40, and the pres- 
ent head of the admiralty, for his old Eal- 
ing seat, andthe young Lords Frederick 
and Ernest, aged respectively 29 and 27, 
for Manchester aud Tyrone. Of course 
all are Tories; even if tradition and envi- 
ronment did not account for their politics, 
the fact that the family owes its ducal 
dignity to Disraeli would be enough.

In the flush of 
glory succeeding this fortune a younger 
rother rose to be Marquis of Hamilton, 
whence through the female line comes the 
resent Dukedom of Hamilton. In King 
ames time,that halcyon era for canny 
Scots, the ancestor of the present Aber- 
corn branch went to Ireland, got huge 
grants of land, and became an Irish 
nobleman. The head of the Scotch branch 
was silly enough to lose his head im the 
Cromwellian troubles, but the Irish Ham- 
iltons never lost anything—heads or prop- 
erty or offices. By careful courtiership, 
by shrewd marriages, and by a succession 
of clever business men and politicians at 
the helm, they have advanced from Baron 
to Viscount, from Viscount to Earl, from 
Earl to Duke. The Irish possessions alone 
are set down at 63,577 acres, with a rental 
which in 1874 was stated at £45,000, and 
they have nearly 20,000 acres elsewhere. 
As everybody knows, the Scotch branch of 
the family has not turned out well. But 
there are no Irish Hamiltons who get 
drunk on race courses or revel in a de- 
bauchery which scandalizes even con- 
tinental capitals or waste their substance. 
They manage to be as well liked in Ireland 
as itis possible for any landlords to be; 
they get pretty good rents without seeming 
to oppress their tenants; they work dili- 
gently at their parliamentary duties; keep 
out of scandals, and maintain a keen gaze 
on the main chance. Lord George is not 
suspected of any design to set the Thames 
afire, but he has made a good average of- 
ficial, just as Lord Claud has made a good 
average member, and just as the vounger 
brothers are expected to do.

A FAMINE IN TURTLES. 


Sad Stories of the Decline and Fall of the 
Turtle Crop. 
From the London Standard. 

The ‘‘latest intelligence’’ from Florida 
is decidedly alarming—though of a char- 
acter entirely different from anything 
which we are accustomed to receive from 
that secluded portion of the United States. 
The Seminoles have not burst into rebell- 
ion, nor has yellow fever swept their 
shores; the orange groves have not re- 
fused to yield their increase, nor the win- 
ter invalid failed to arrive in remunera- 
tive numbers. The bad tidings are, un- 
fortunately, of a much more catholic de- 
scription. The turtles have begun to de- 
crease so rapidly that, unless the world 
refrain from turtle soup—which is quite 
incredible—or the turtle-catching inter- 
est’’ resolves to ‘‘protect’’ thereptile, we 
shall before long have to pay still more 
heayily than we do at present for a dainty 
which has beeome indispensable to 
every high gastronomie function. The 
wonder is how the persecuted chelonian 
has held out so long. When thechief cus- 
tomer for its flesh and fin was this coun- 
try, the supply was easily equal to the de- 
mand. But of late years the pleasures of 
the table have been sedulously cultivated 
in the United States, and turtle and terra- 
pin have tt pat been hunted with- 
out intermission. hip-loads are sent 
daily to New York, Boston, Philadelphia 
and other large cities, not to mention the 
enormous quantities which are destined 
for Europe, and more especially London. 
Steam has aided in the persecution of the 
turtle, and the art of putting“ up its 
flesh in a more portable form than con- 
veying it across the ocean on its own bones 
has not helped the increase of the live 
stock. Every year something like 15,000 
or 16,000 turtle enter our ports in a more 
or less lively condition. The majority of 
these enforced imm nts come from the 
West Indies and the Florida ‘‘Keys.” But 
in addition to the suppiy of raw material 
for soup arriving on its own legs, a vast 
number are slaughtered to supply the 
‘‘canneries” and dried turtle factories. 

In both America and the Antilles green 
turtle soup is extensively ‘‘put up” in 
hermetically sealed tins and sent to all 

arts of the world. One manufactory at 

ey West, in Florida, prepares over 
300,000 pounds yearly, and employs quite 
u little fleet of vessels and a large number 
of men in catching the turtles or in col- 
lecting them from the catchers. In Ja- 
maica, Barbadoes, and other of the West 
India Islands, also, a good business is done 
in the industry, the turtle being drafted 
from all parts of the Antilles and the Span- 
ish Main, while quantities are brought 
from the Caymanns and the Bay of Hon- 
duras generally.

Besides Stilton and Cheddar cheese, 
7 produces Queen's Arms, Cheshire 
Wiltshire, Gloucester, icester an 
Derby. Stilton cheese is in shape of a 
cylinder, ten inches high and ei bt inches 
in diameter, and is worth on this side of 
the water 45 cents per pound at wholesale. 
Cheddar is similar to factory chéese in ap- 
pearance, and is worth 32 cents. Cheshire 
and Gloucester are flat cheeses, and are 
worth 28 cents and 29 cents a pound re- 
spectively. 

Roquefort cheese is made from the milk 
of goats and sheep, and the product 
ripened in vaults constructed in limestone 
caves and fissures. Each cheese weighs 
about five pounds, and is worth 38 cents a 

und. The other popular cheeses of 

rance are Camembert, Pont l’Eveque 
and fromage de Brie. Camembert is im- 
ported in boxes of five dozen pieces, and 
wholesales at $3.50 per dozen; Pont 
V’Eveque is worth $8 per dozen, and from- 
age de Brie, which comes here in a basket, 
brings $1.50 per piece. Neufchatel, or 
Boudons, is worth 10 cents a piece, and is 
similar to pot-cheese. France also manu- 
factures a Gruyeres cheese. 

The genuine Gruyere or Swiss cheese 
comes from Switzerland. Four cheeses, 
three feet across, and weighing about 150 
sounds each, are packed ina single tub. 

t is worth 23 cents a pound. Green 
cheese, or He pany is cone shaped. Each 
cheese weighs a half pound, and is worth 
19 cents a — 

The bright red Edam cheese in shape of 
a cannon ball, and almost as hard, comes 
from Holland, and is worth W. 75 per case 
of twelve. Leyder or cominge kaas 
gouda or pategrasse, gonda kosner and 
gowsher Kaas alsocome from Holland, 
and are valued at from 24 to 30 centsa 
pound. 

Parmesan or macaroni cheese comes 
from Italy in tubs containing four or five 
**loaves,’’ and is worth 28 cents a pound. 
There is also the formaggio Romano at 25 
cents, the strachino di Gorgonzola at 30 
cents, and the Caccio Cavalio di Napoli at 
28 cents per pound. 

The United States now successfully pro- 
duces numerous imitations of foreign 
cheeses, notably Swiss Limberger, Muen- 
ster, fromage de Brie, Neufchatel, cream 
cheese and fromage d’Isigny. Limburger 
is made so cheaply and in such perfection 
in the United States that its importation 
has nearly ceased.

Kings and Emperors Who Lay Aside Nest 
Eggs from the Tithes of the People. 
Paris Letter to London Truth. 

Louise Phillippe was mean in the sense 
the Americans attach to the world, and 
had no perception of any kindof grandeur. 
He cut down ruthlessly, to make money 
of them, trees in parks which had weath- 
many hundred years, 
His meanness was the ruin of his dynasty. 
From St. Petersburg to Madrid and Lon- 
don to Athens thrift now reigns. There 
is hardly a sovereign who feels that the 
income allowed him by the nation over 
which he reigns is not for him or 
her, but for the dignity of the 
crown, and to act as a headwaiter 
on national industry. The Czar and 
Czarina themselves, colossal as their pri- 
vate fortune is, are intent on making it 
much greater. Stinginess is traditional in 
the house of Hohenzollern; but their civil 
list allowances have been never great,and 
they shrink from no duty, however hard 
orirksome. They have public spirit in a 
high degree, and command respect. The 
late King of Sweden bequeathed his only 
daughter the largest fortune that was ever 
known of in Scandinavia, and it would 
have been counted a great one all the 
world over. His father was Bernadotte, 
the son of a Bearnais lawyer of small pro- 
vincial practice. 

In Belgium the royal family is also a 

lutocratic one. Although Leopold I. was 

eeced by fair I in his old age, he 
left each of his three children about a 
million sterling.

in a horse- race. They jump at the expression 
of human emotions before they understand 
them, or the slightest rudiments of the 
methods necessary to depict them. Is 
there anything more diverse, more 
boundless, more varied, deeper or 
more recondite than human character in its 
manifold phases, or human experience in its 
infinite varieties; it joys, its sorrows, its trag- 
edies, its comedies, its pursuits, its amuse- 
ments, its passions, its emotions, its sublime 
and ridiculous aspects? Joy has its heights that 
few ever scale and grief has its depths where 
the boldest shudder to descend. There are 
crimes that few have known, moods that 
few have felt, passions the intensity of which 
is beyond the ken of ordinary pos. To 
scale these heights, to descend to these 
depths, tokindle into flame under the rude 
mastery of passion, to melt into tears at 
the keen thrust of grief, or to sparkle into life 
and laughter under the kindly influence of 
merriment, is the work ofskilled artists. Any 
one phase of human fAature or experience is 
sufficient to furnish food for years of study 
and thought, but to anywhere near master all 
of them—well, a lifetime is too short for it. 


This is why the veterans of the stage, who 
appreciate the magnitude of the work, stand 
by with wonder and indignation at the bold- 
ness of inexperience and ignorance in at- 
oe to scale the heights at the first trial. 
Inexperience and ignorance, however, are 
usually accompanied by assurance, and the 
three make a capital ne gang, and would 


anything, no matter how stupendous. 
The failures attest that. = 


There are several different kinds of stage 
training, exemplifications of all of which can 
be found in any of the theaters. This week 
the St. Louis public has been treated to sam- 
— of old-fashioned, genuine training, which 
8 received from practical work 
on the 6 ; Of artificial trainin 
which is a combination of the esthetic schoo 
and of practical work, and of no training at 
all. Excellent samples of the first method are 
the Florences or Ben Maginiey. The art of 
these people is genuine and honest. It 18 a 
combination of talent and education. The 
powers and capabilities in them express them- 
selves through natural methods, and the 
moods and emotions bubble up apparently 
spontaneously and without effort, because the 
rudiments of art have been thoroughly ac- 
quired, and the result is obtained without dis- 
covery of the meaus or the details of effort 
employed. The ground has been thoroughly 
worked in and the public gets only the fin- 
ished picture. The studies, the tentative efforts 
the unevenness of untried and inexperience 
cndeavor are passed by. Their work is spark- 
ling, spontaneous andamusing. Mr. Florence, 
as the Governor, Hon. Bardwell Slote or Cap- 
tain Cuttle, moves through the play a living, 
distinct personality in harmony with his sur- 
roundings, and genuine ahd artistic, without 
show of effort.
